up about mental {llness. 
No longer are people 
with serious menal dis- 
orders locked up Incel- 
lar cages like untamed 
animals, their very ex- 
istence denied or ig- 
nored by those who are 
*‘normal’’. 

But that period was 
overcome a hundred 
years ago, wasn’t it? Or 
are there citizens even 
today who lock up 
friends, acquaintances, 
reltives with. mental 
problems in the for- 
gotten and decaying cel- 
lars of their minds? Who 
inwardly reject those 
who have had nervous 
breakdowns as_ potential 
friends? 

The Canadian Mental 
Health Association 
(CMHA) seeks to help 
the mentally handi- 
capped recover what 
they may have lost asa 
result of serious illness 
or accident or acquire 
abilipes they were not 
born with in order that 
they may live and work 
comfotably and happy in 
a normal social envir- 
onment among normal 
people.

Mental illness is such 
an intangible and dif- 
ficult thing to under- 
stand for those who have 
not come in contact with 
it that word of mouth 
(dare we call it gossip) 
has created misconcep- 


require constant care 
and surveillance for the 
rest of their lives. But 
the actual percentage of 
‘tncurables’’ can be 
counted on one hand. 

The work of the Can- 
adian Mental Health As- 
sociation may be classi- 
fied into an RSVP form- 
ula - research, social 
action, volunteer ser- 
vices and public educa- 
tion. 

Volunteer workers 
provide the backbone 
of the local associa- 
tion’s force. the South 
Peel branch of CMHA 
opened a new vocational 
centre above its Port 
Credit offices this year.

There’s no such thing 
as a national taste for 
food in Canada, accord- 
ing to a recent poll 
reported in Marketing. 
“Canada is a whole lot 
of smaller markets’’,

The Marketing report 
lists these differences 
in taste from region to 
region in Canada: 

- in B.C, and the West, 
one brand of coffee (Na- 
bob) has always domin- 
ated; everywhere else 
across the country, its 
another well - known 
brand (Maxwell House). 
Neither brand has been 
able to make inroads in- 
to the other’s territory 
despite expensive at- 
tempts on both sides. 

Easterners consume 
far more instant coffee 
than Westerners, and 
when they drink ground 
coffee they prefer a 
milder brew. Western- 
ers are more iike 
Americans they go 
mostly for ground cof- 
fee, good and strong. 
= Quebeckers consume 
about § times as much 
moleases as the rest of 
the country. They also 


constitute the largest 
per-capita soft drink 
market in the world, in- 
cluding spruce beer, 
a popular summer 
thirst-quencher. 

- Maritimers like 
more carbonation than 
.other Canadians in their 
soft drinks, though it’s 
said to kill the fruit 
flavor. It seems one 
regional bottler domin- 
ated the Atlantic market 
for so long that his 
high-fizz product be- 
came the criterion on 
the east coast. 

- Though coffee’s 
strong in B.C., the tea 
connoisseurs are in the 
Magitimes, where tea 
sales are not only pro- 
portionately far greater 
than in the rest of the

country, but they tend to 
be concentrated among 
the better-quality 
brands. 

- Ontarians like thick 
pectin-added jam; Que- 
beckers like theirs 
runny. Quebeckers buy 
two olives to Ontarians 
one,*and they must be 
unpitted, not stuffed. On 
the other hand, English- 
speaking Canadians buy 
four times as many 
pickles as their French- 
speaking cousins.
